Their special service is 
to be rendered not solely, nor indeed 
primarily, in most cases, by entering 
upon callings essentially altruistic, 
indispensable as such callings are, 
but rather by bringing into the com- 
mon business of daily life the at- 
mosphere of generous and intelligent 
Sympathy, the broader and more 
flexible views, which only wide-rang- 
ing knowledge permits, the simplicity 
and earnestness of character which 
springs from actual contact with the 
underlying verities of life.

Parties May Combine 
Up to the present time the Arab 
policy has been mainly critical and 
destructive. There is every indica- 
tion, however, that the National 
and Peasant parties will, combine to 


form ‘a body, re, ‘esentative of gen- 
eral Arab opiniae, which may suc- 
ceed “in formulating a reasonable 
constructive -policy in the interests 
of the native population. Until such 
a body is formed, the Arab cause 
can make little progress. Every 
day’s delay brings more Jews to the 
country, and every day the Arabs’ 
position becomes worse. 

Since the advent of the civil ad- 
ministration considerable progress 
has been made and the state of the 
country has become more settled. 
At the same time a great deal re- 
mains to be done before the situa- 
tion can be- termed satisfactory. Thé 
Balfour declaration is, in itself, a 
“fait accompli,” but the present form 
of its execution cannot be treated as 
such. The declaration ts capable of 
modification within its provisions, 
and it seems that meastires in this 
direction, as well as sacrifices on the 
part of both Arab and Jew, are 
necéssary in order to create a more 
satisfactory position in Palestine. 


Subsidized Immigration Opposed 

The Jews persist in their de- 
termination to flood the country 
with subsidized immigrants. The 
Arabs continue to oppose this with 
a divided and badly led organiza- 
tion. Palestine is an Arab country. 
The Jews are steadily increasing in 
numbers and are occupying more 
and more land every day. What is 
to be the limit of this immigration 
policy? Until it is decided what 
these limits are to be, there is no 
likelihood of any peace in the Arab 
eet: The spirit of uncertainty’ ts

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On the Writing of Biography 


EXT to fiction, we are told by 
librarians and publishers, the 
the most widely read form of 

Mterature today is that more literal 
record of actual individuals which 
we call biography. In fact, the multi- 
plication of such records, with all the 
attendant varieties of source mate- 
Fials, diaries, journals, letters, mem- 
ecirs, reminiscences, and whatever 
fee such human revelations may be 
termed, is one of the striking de- 
velopments of humanity's interest in 
itself, which is not only unprece- 
dented in our generation but a dis- 
tinctive ‘growth barely a century old. 
Significantly enough—and I believe 
this fact has not been realized—the 
rise of this form is coincident with 
the triumph of prose fiction, In 
varying degrees both seek to illu- 
mine the nature and progress of the 
inner life by presenting the facts of 
the outer. : 

Some of my readers will probably 


protest that in crediting modern 
tines so exclusively with achieve- 
ment in this form I have grossly 
ignored the history of biography. 
They will point triumphantly at 
Plutarch with his forty-six “Lives” 
of the illustrious Greeks and Romans, 
the most famous “biographies” of 
the world for nearly two thousand 
years. They will cite me the still 
earlier chronicles of Herodotus and 
Xenophon; the almost contemporary 
“Lives of the Caesars” by Suetonius; 
or perhaps the “Confessions” of St. 
Augustine and Elinhard's “Life of 
Charlemange.” Then in the Renais- 
gance they will note the impressive 
and invaluable “Lives of Seventy of 
the Most Eminent Painters, Sculp- 
tors, and Architects,” by Giorgio 
Vasari. And so they will go on, 
most indefinitely, into the har- 


him nor to any other man of olden 
times did it occur to present a faith- 
ful, well-rounded portrait of his 
subject, to bring out without favor 
or prejudice the whole individual, 
concealing nothing and distorting 
nothing. Biography is not, however, 
according to éur modern notion, an 
ethical or polemical treatise. Nor is 
jit merely a cross section of history 
used to illustrate the events of a 
period. But this is precisely what it 
was made to be in many biographies 
before the seventeenth century. In 
our own day we have witnessed the 
appearance of many volumes bearing 
the title “Life and Times” of so-and- 
so, but such an attempt is doomed 
to failure. We are familiar with 
Carlyle’s famous assertion that “His- 
tory is the biography of great men,” 
but without analyzing the exaggera- 
tion or the fallacy of his formula, 
we can be sure that the converse Is 
not true: that is, biography is not 
history, but the interpretation of a 
single character, 

The aspect of interpretation must 
be emphasized at the outset because 
there is one other thing which biog- 
raphy is not. And that is the assem- 
bling, however exhaustive, of facts 
and documents about a man. In the 
middle of the last century David 
Masson amazed the literary world by 
bringing out the most complete mass 
gf evidence which has ever been col. 
lected concerning\any writer. It was 
& seven-volume work, amassing doc- 
umentary testimony about every de- 
tail in the career of Milton and every 


conceivable relationship of Milton’s 
time and environment. After plough- 
ing faithfully through the first two 
volumes of over fourteen hundred 
pages, which carried the great poet 
only to his thirty-fifth year, James 
Russell Lowell exclaimed: “We envy 
the leisure of Methuselah and are 
thankful that his biography at least 
(if written in the same longeval pro- 
portion) is irrevocably lost to us!” 
The fact is that Masson perfarmed a 
monumental service for English let- 
ters by making accessible once and 
for all the information about one of 
the greatést.of men. But he had not 
written a biography.. Paradoxical as

But while fash- 
joned by writers who frankly loved 
their subjects, they do not gloss over 
foibles and weaknesses. We feel that 
Boswell and Lockhart might, as 
every competent biographer should, 
take for their motto the final in- 
junction of Othello, 
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nothing extenuate, 
Nor set down aught in malice. 


Hence it is that through their biog- 
raphers' er of insight and sym- 
pathy Dr.:phnaon and Sir Walter 
seem to step forth from the page. 
It is the case of the analogous mir- 
acle of Pygmalion and Galatea. the 
statue is no more the marble figure 
on & pedestal but an animate person 
whom we know as we do our friends 
about us. Thus Lamb, with his in- 
imitable charm, writes of the Duch- 
ess of Newcastle whose seventeenth 
century autobiography fascinated 
him, when he called her “a dear 
friend of mine of the last century 
but one!” This is the final test of a 
great biographer. : 

Those records which happily ema- 
nate from a man’s own time consti- 
tute (if, of course, they are accurate 
and unbiased) a basis of interpreta- 
tion for which there is no later sub- 
stitute. How can one, then, recon- 
struct an adequate “life” of an 
individual long after his time? Pro- 
fessor W. L. Cross, who has written 
the standard biography of Fielding, 
gives us an interesting picture of 
the process. In preparing for such 
a task, he says, one “must know the 
period in which his man lived in all

The Gifts of June 


June is fulfillment, as March is 
promise. It brings Nature’s most per- 
fect revelation... “If ever the. world 
becomes a Garden of Eden again, it 
will be in June,” writes one lover 
of this month. 

, Every month has, of course, a sense 
of incompleteness, in which in some 

s' June shares. There ig in na- 
ture ever the sense of something yet 
to come, of words yet to be spoken. 
There is ever a pointing forward, as 
though some better thing had 
been prepared. But June suggests 
achievement. In it we enter the 
year's heritage. 

We have our date that registers the 
height of the year. Yet, like all such 
dates, it is only approximate. The 
height of the year fortunately is not 
a moment or a day, but a succession 
of days. Midsummer day is not, ex- 
cept in thought, a ridge that sepa- 
rates ascent from descent. Nature is 
more gradual. She gives us a month 
or two on the year’s tableland. Those 
are the days for gathering the har- 
vests of a quiet eye, for enriching the 
memory with treasures of wood and 
field and stream that when the dark, 
cold days come, we may find warmth 
at the fires of memory. 

I remember being caught in a June 
shower and realizing as never before 
how delicious that is. I sheltered un- 
der an immense oak. Nature had 
spent a hundred years in growing 
that tree. For a time all that pos- 
sessed my consciousness was the 
sound of rain on the leaves, and of 
cooling air and earth. The rain cov- 
ered the fields with a whitish mist. 
A robin flew out onto a plowed 
field and back again. There was a 
bee in some fool’s parsley—getting 
sweetness, not rainbound. 

As I walked home, the grasses 
had ‘never seemed more beautiful 
80 cooling 
velvety tothe hand as |! 
touched them. There was a fleld of 
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HE very large and beautiful 

cottonwood tree which stands 

but a few feet east of the south 
wing of the state Capitol Building at 
Topeka, Kansas, is fifty years old 
and eighty-five feet high. Its trunk, 
which is twelve feet in citcumfer- 
ence, runs straight upward for a 
number of feet, arld branches off, and 
then runs ‘on up, and branches off 
again in every direction to the un- 
usual breadth of one hundred feet. 
The tree is almost perfect in sym- 
metry, and upon the tips of its great 
branches, innumerable. glossy green 
leaves turn and flutter, catching and 
reflecting the bright Kansas sun- 
shine, as if'to declare the inefficiency 
of Webster's forty-seven definitions 
of the word “light.” 

There are three stories as to the 
origin of this tree:' One is that it 
grew from’a seed, and that it is the 
only naturally grown tree on the 
State House grounds of two blocks 
square. Another story is that it is 
but one of the many trees which the 
citizens of Topeka planted, when one 
of the governors of Kansas asked 
their aid in improving these grounds. 


|The third story is that in the year 
|1868, several Jarge derricks were 


used for lifting stones, while the 
building of the east wing of the State 
House was in process; that big cot-

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STEEL OUTPUT 
CONTINUES TO 


SHOW DECLINE} 


Raw Material Prices Tend{4 


to Stiffen — Structural 
Steel Demand Good 


NEW YORK, June 9 (Special) —The 
important contribution to the knowl- 
of the current state of the stee! 
industry during the last week was the 
announcement of pig iron production 
for » which showed a drop of 13 
per cent from April. 

‘There was a net loss of 24 active 
furnaces, and at the end of the month 
49 per cent of the blast furnaces of 
the country were engaged. In other 
words:-196 of the 397 furnaces of the 
United States were in operation. 

The huge cut in production is good 
news for the iron trade, as curtail- 
ment of production is the only factor 
that will advance iron prices, and 
make pig iron profitable. The May 
total was 2,930,807 tons, or 94,542 tons 
@ day, compared with 3,258,958 tons, 
or 108,632 tons daily the previous 
month. 

Although only half of the furnaces 
of the countty are now working, they 
are the larger and more... modern 
stacks, so that actually 68 per cent of 
the country’s capacity is engaged. 
The rate of production is back to that 
of last December. 


Price Trend Upward 


One good sign for the industry is 
that raw materials are tending up- 
ward in price, though it must be ad- 
mitted that finished steel still inclines 
slightly downward. Raw materials are 
usually the first to show a trend in 
the other direction for the industry as 
a whole. 

The assumption now is, therefore, 
that a turn for the better is taking 
place. Iron and steel scrap have ad- 
vanced 50 cents a ton during the last 
week. Another raw material, pig iron, 
though not actually higher in price, is 
at least stronger. Differentials on per- 
centage of silicbn content of iron are 
being more strictly observed, whereas 
two weeks ago they were waived. 

Some producers have advanced base 
prices of iron 50 cents a ton, though 
the general levels have not raised def- 
‘initely. In eastern Pennsylvania the

Profits were better than in steel in 
the following industries, ranking in 
the order named: Automobile acces- 
sories, automobiles, household sup- 
plies, shoes, building materials, eleéc- 
trical equipment, clothing, railroad 
equipment, chemicals, textiles. and 
public utilities. 

However it must be remembered 
that the years chosen for the study 
were rather poor years for steel, hav- 
ing marked the reaction following the 
post-war boom peridd. 

Copper Price sbereg

NEW YORK, June 9 (Special)—Partly

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CANADA SHOWS: 
PROGRESS IN 
GENERAL TRADE 


Exports, Car Loadings, Ag- 
riculture, and Mining All 
Undergo Improvement 


OTTAWA, June 9 (Special)—Cana- 
dian trade and industrial. conditions 
continue to show improvement. Stead- 


ily increasing mining developments, 
continued betterment inthe position 
of agriculturists, and an encourag~ 
ing increase in the favorable bal- 
ance of trade with foreign countries 
are. the principal factors contributing 
to the increasing national wealth and 
prosperity. 

The Government's foreign trade 
statement. for the 12 months ended 
April, which has just been issued, 
shows that Canada’s - total exports 
amounted to more than $1,000,000,000, 
while her imports were only about 
three-quarters as large: this means 
that the Dominion has reduced the vol- 
ume of per capita imports to about’ 
three-quarters of the value of those 
imported before the war, while the vol- 
ume of exports is 60 per cent larger 
than in 1914. 

The United States continues to hold 
the favorable balance in the trade be- 
tween the two countries, but the fig- 
ures for the first four months of the 
current year. show that whereas there 
has been a gradual falling off in im- 
ports from the United States, the: ship- 
ment of Canadian goods across the 
border has @&creased considerably. 


Export Trade Gaining 


Canada continues to strengthen her 
hold on the markets of the world. 
Canadian trade in central Europe 
particularly, has expanded greatly in 
the last few years, Germany, for in- 
stance, now ranking as the third 
largest market for Canadian exports. 

Canada’s total exports to Germany 
in the last fis¢al year wére valued 
at approximately $26,000,000, an in- 
crease of nearly $10,000,000 over the 
previous year. 

The largest single item is flour, 
Canadian. millers having increased 
their sales to Germany in the last 
four years fr6m 60,000 to 2,000,000 bar- 
rels, and Germany now ranks as the 
second best market for Canadian 
flour. Another example of the growth 
in foreign trade is furnished in ex- 
ports to Argentina which have in- 
creased from $4,000,000 in 1923 to 
nearly $11,000,000 in the 12 months 
ended Aprtfl, 1925. 

Canade’s trade with the British Em- 
pire is ‘also increasing rapidly, ex- 
ports forthe 12 months ended April 
totaling $481,000,000, a betterment of 
nearly $50,000,000 over the previous 
12 months. 

Ontario's metaliiferous production 
for the first quarter of 1925 is up to 
expectations in the matter of increase, 
being neafly $3,000,000 greater than 
the corresponding period a year ago. 
The total i@ $14,349,411 as compared 
with $11,576,151. Gold, with an in- 
crease of $1,200,000, and the nickel 
mines with a material increase in 
nickel and copper production, lead the 
field. The gold output for the quarter, 
is on a basis of slightly under $28,000,- 
000 a year. 


Seek Protective Tariff 


The Canadian Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation, at their annual meeting in 
Hamilton last week, passed resolutions 
declaring the policy: of protective 
tariff for’ dll forms of Canadian pros 
duction should be the corner stone of 
Canada's fiscal system, with an im- 
mediate substantial increase in tariffs 


Government to adjust the British 
preferential tariff so as to equalize 
the difference in wages and other coste 
of productoin in Canada and the 
United Kingdom. 

Reference to’ Canada’s trade with 
the United’ States was made by Col. 
Arthur Hatch, president of the aaso- 
ciation. He said Canada was buying 
too large a proportion of manufac- 
tured goods from the United States, 
the unfavorable balance of trade with 
that country ‘during the last decade 
being $2,260,000. 

An analysis of Canadian bond sales 
up to May 30, 1925, shows a total of 
$310,627.477, compared with $156,000,- 
000 during the corresponding period 
last year. These are classified as fol- 
lows: Government, $76,146,333; munic- 
ipal $26,066,144; corporation, $74,415,- 
000; raflroad, $27,978,338. Of the total 
there were sold in Canada, $80,036,- 
144; in the United States, $102,613,000, 
and in Great Britain, $27,978,333. 


Bank Clearings Decline 


Bank clearings for the morth of May 
showed losses as compared with the 
corresponding month last year. In the 
west, Winnipeg clearings were down 
about $80,000,000, while among the 
eastern cities Montreal decrea $41,- 
000,000; Toronto, $11,000,000; Hamil- 
ton, $1,400,000. On the other hand the 
city of Quebec showed an increase of 
$600,000; Windsor was up nearly 
$300,000, and Halifax, $900,000 

Car loadings during the week ended 
May 23 aggregated 50,952 cars, an in- 
crease over the previous week of 826 
cars. Grain loading picked up in: the 
west, but coal loading continued light. 
Lumber and pulpwood also showed in- 
creases. 

Much interest centers in the amal- 
gamation of the Spanish River and 
Abitibi pulp and paper companies, 
which is believed to be well advanced 
toward consummation. It‘ is figured 
that the new company will have a capi- 
talization of approximately $75,000,000, 
and that both the New York and Lon-, 
don markets will become {interested in 
the security in a big way. No less 
than 54 per cent of the Abitibi stock is 
controlled by New York interests now. 


Rallway Revenues 


The monthly statement issued by 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistics on 
revenues and expenses of the steam 
railways in Canada states that in 
March revenues showed a seasonal in- 
crease over those of January and 
February, but were $4,266,153, or 11.4 
per cent below those of March, 1924, 
with freight traffic lighter by 9.8 per 
cent and passenger traffic lighter by 
13 per cent. 

Due largely to the strike in Nova 
Scotia, there was a reductidn of 32 
per cent in the output of coal from 
Canadian mines during the month of 
March, as compared with February, 
the total output amounting to 786,389 
tons.

from Oslo Kringkasting station, ra- 
diocasting has finally become an ac- 
complished fact in Norway. 

Since February the Oslo Kring- 
kasting station has been run experi- 
méntally, in order to find a wave- 
length which is most favorable to 
local eonditions, and to test the tras- 
mitting apparatus. The woods, the 
mountains and the broken ground 
characteristic of Norwegian topog- 
raphy are thought to be responsible 
for the fact that the sending station 
in Oslo is hardly audible in- certain 
parts of the normal 150-kilometer 
Tange of the station. Systematic 
tests and investigations are being 
made in order to overcome these 
difficulties. The company will ex- 
periment with transference by relays 
in those parts of the concession ter- 
ritory which are mostly affected by 
these. conditions. 

The Kringkasting station is a drt 
vate stock company under the con- 
trol of the Government. Its techni- 
cal management is under the Board 
of Telegraphy. The company now 
has heen officially approved by the 
Government. A manager and pro- 
gram.editor have been found, and 
suitable localities for studio and 
offices are being fitted up. 

The waveleugth, which has finally 
been ‘found to be suited te the lo- 
calitiés, is 382 meters. An enormous 
interest in radiocasting prevails in 
Norway. at present’ and,. although 
there are no more than 11,000 li- 
censed listeners, i#€ is believed that 
twice this number daily listen to the 
programs. How to get rid of these 
unlicetised listeners and/ make them 
pay their part of the expenses is a 
problem which the sompany will 
« take up for solytion shortly, but just 
” ew nobody knows as yet, 

“Broadcasting spreads culture,” 
the manager of theKringkasting sta- 
tion stated:recently. “It raises the 
cultural level of the people, spurs 
their interest in. everything which is 
noble and beautiful, makes them hap- 
pier and better and’ more ifidustri- 
ous.”

I am at present using 24 turns of num- 
ber 28 wire on the primary. 

In an effort to secure neutralization, I 
by-passed the “B” battery with a 1 M. 
D. condenser. This does not seem to hetp 
me. Also, in spite of the fact that I have 
used various mee ge values I have been 
unable to make the set slide into oscilla- 
tion. smoothly. I am using 22%-volts “B" 
battery on the detector. 5 y regena- 
former is wound on a 3-inch Bakelite 
coll with a rotor very closely cbdupled, 
and is almost three inches in diameter. 
The rotor is wound with 30 turns of num- 
ber 20 D. C. CC. wire. Would .you recom- 
mend decreasing these turns to about 20, 
in order to secure smooth regeneration? 

KSD comes in at about 50 on the dial, 
and I was wondering what I could do to 
raise this reading a. about 1% or 80.—

(Ans.) Your experience with the 
Browning-Drake set is appreciated since 
it may tell many readers one of the out- 
standing facts of radio, that each set is 
a little different, even though made the 
same. There are some who would con- 
demn a circuit merely because théir par- 
ticular set did not function as they 
thought it ought to the first time. 
variably the trouble will usually be found 
with the design and workmanship and 
not with the circuit which is 
mentally correct.

Decreasing the number of turns will 
make the set easier to neutralize but it 
will also impair its efficiency. Regardin 
the’ tickler it should have just enoug 
turns to make it FO into oscillation at 
the higher wavelengths when most 
closely coupled. This will insure smooth 
regeneration. Regardin neutralization 
do not use any more than 46 volts on 
the plate of the first tube. Any more 
than this will not make it any more 
efficient as a radio frequency amplifier 
and it makes the neéutralization more 
difficult. Raising the dial reading may be 
accomplished by cutting down the size of 
the rotor plates of the condenser. This 
must be done very carefully, however.

habitants of the Virgin Islands entitled to the 
protection of the United States.” They desire 
a recognized standing in the American family, 
reasonably insisting that they are as well 
qualified as the Porto Ricans when the latter 
were granted American citizenship. There is 
no intention at present, it is claimed, to Lena 
statehood for the island group. 

The United States flag has flown over the 
islands since their purchase from Denmark in 
1917, or practically eight years. That the peo- 
ple there are loyal to their new protector is 
inferentially testified to by Capt. Philip Wil- 
liams, naval governor of the islands~+who has 
forwarded the petition to President Coolidge 
with his official indorsement: It is pointed out 
in the resolutions adopted by the Colonial 
Councils of the islands that the petitioners, 
even before they were invited to relinquish 
their Danish sovereignty, had adopted not only 
the language but the ways and customs, social 
and commercial, of the Americans. -In their 
own words, they “welcomed the Stars and 
Stripes with every desire and intent to become 
100 per cent Americans.” 

A somewhat interesting complication seems 
to have arisen because of the interpretation, 
by the State Department at Washington, of the 
treaty clause which seemed to fix the citizen- 
ship status of the islanders following the trans- 
fer of title to the islands from Denmark.to the 
United States. -Section 6 of the purchase'treaty, 
signed and proclaimed by the Wilson Admin- 
istration in 1917, contained this clause: 

Those who remain in the islands may preserve their 
citizenship in Denmark by making, before a court of 
record within cone year from the date of the exchange of 
this convention, a declaration of their decision to pre- 
serve such citizenship; in default of which declaration 
they shall be held to have renounced it, and to have 
accepted citizenship in the United States. 

Quite naturally, this provision of the treaty 
Was accepted by the islanders as sufficient to 
confer full United States citizenship rights 
upon all those who did not elect to retain their 
Danish citizenship. But the State Department 
subsequently ruled that, as in the case of Porto 
Rico, a specific declaration of the intent of 
Congress was necessary to confer full citizen- 
ship on the Virgin Islands inhabitants who 
had not taken steps to retain their Danish 
citizenship. 

Consideration for the rights of the people 
immediately concerned, as well as ordinary 
prudence, would indicate the wisdom of com- 
pleting a process of annexation which seems 
to have been left unfinished. It is declared, in 
behalf of the petitioners, that at present the 
fundamenta! law of the islands is a temporary 
and exceedingly brief organic act, by the terms 
of which there is kept in effect a Danish colo- 
nia} law many of the provisions of which are 
incompatible with American ideals. 

As to the measure of autonomy which should 
‘be granted. that-should depend, in the estima- 
tion of responsible Washington officials, upon 
the preparation which the inhabitants of the 
islands have made to assume a fuller self- 
governing status. But this, logically, need not 
delay any longer the recognition of the island- 
' ers as citizens of the United States. This they 
are, more than nominally, under the terms of 
the purchase treaty. It is no fault of theirs 
that Congress has delayed in making formal 
declaration of its intent to confer this right 
upon them. 


No more reassuring and gratifying report of 
political and industrial conditions in the Re- 
public of :Mexico could 
have been conveyed to 
the people of the United 
States than that infor- 
mallydelivered by James 
R. Sheffield, Ambassador 
at Mexico City, upon'his 
return to New York on 
his way to Washington. 
In the first place, Mr. Sheffield took occasion to 
make it clear that his mission home was purely 
voluntary, and that it was not for the purpose 
of even discussing with the State Department 
any of the problems which rumor has said await 
solution. Any talk of an ultimatum, Mr. Sheffield 
says, is absolutely unfounded; principally for 
the reason that no emergency exists which 
would even suggest such action. 

Perhaps the assurance which is most gratify- 
ing to Americans is the statement that President 
Calles is in a position to maintain his Gov- 
ernment upon its present stable basis. This, 
essentially, is a pledge of security to outside 
investors and ah assurance that they may 
depend upon the Government for the protec- 
tion of capital legitimately devoted to the 
development of their Mexican holdings. Infer- 
‘entially, at least, Mr. Sheffield invites his 
neighbors and friends in the United States to 
accept his judicial estimate of conditions in 
Mexico in place of the unfounded rumors of 
strikes, revolutions and confiscatory proceed-

This method’ was a 
marked advance from the somewhat more crude 
reaper, which appeared first*‘in the form of a 
“dropper,”.which left a rather straggling and 
misshaped bundle at intervals in its wake. This 
was followed by the hand-rake reaper, behind 
which.a man walked, and, with a deft move- 
ment, rakéd the unbound bundles from tthe 
reaper platform to the ground. Then came the 
powerful self-rake reaper, drawn by four horses, 
which could be operated by the driver alone. 
Behind these great. juggernauts men tramped 
and toiled from dawn until dark, binding and 
‘ Shocking the sheaves. 


isolated and feeble. ‘Clearly, it is possible to 
effect some kind ‘of: reconciliation of monar- 
chists and republicans on such a program, and 
the policy of Greater Germany would be a 
triumph for Herr Stresemann.

interpret the law, and secure prompt compli- 
ance with its orders. How far the anticipations 
of those favoring the commission have been 
realized will remain a subject of endless debate, 
but it will at least be conceded that a sincere 
effort was made to establish certain fundamen- 
tals of fair dealing, which if adopted generally 
would go far to prevent recognized abuses in 
the mechanism of production and distribution.

| Sickle. The cradle no doubt was regarded as a 
| great innovation, and possibly as the “last 
| word” in the effort to emancipate the New Eng- 
| land and York State farmers from the drudgery 
_ of slavery to the ancient sickle. 

But even now,.with all the labor-saving de- 
| vices employed, the harvest field is not a play- 
| ground. The lessening of the number of work- 
| ers has not lightened the tasks of those em- 
| ployed. Harvesting remains a highly intensitied 
industry. The stakes are tremendous, the suc- 
| cess or failure of a year’s work depending upon 
| the accomplishments of a few days. To one who 
has not had some part‘in such work there can 
come but slight realization of the joy and satis- 
faction realized in its shecessful conclusion. The 
harvest hand, whether employer or employed, 
seldom feels that he is driven to his task. Weari- 
ness may come with long hours of toil, but dis- 
couragement never. There is a dignity lent to 
such labor that cheers and encourages even 
those who may be presumed to lackgimagination 
or really constructive force. To the farm-reared 
boy who believes himself able to take a man’s 
part in such work, there is no season so filled 
with genuine joy and satisfaction as that of 
harvest-home. 


Editorial N otes 


A number of times in the past George Bernard 
Shaw has given vent in the press to an expres- 
sion of opinion regarding vaccination, and he 
always has something good to say—at least 
from the standpoint of those who feel none 
too kindly toward this practice. Just recently 
he sent a long letter to the London press, arid 
it was full of shots that hit the mark.

Although smallpox is now a comparatively negligible

It is an established fact that adequate housing 
and sanitation can avert the blow. It is an equally 
established fact that revaccination cannot. Anything that 
leads us to rely on vaccination and neglect housing and 
sanitation is therefore most mischievously inopportune 
at the present time.
